It |s now an established fact that the autumn
dresses will be, In great measare, a reprodue-
tion in style of the short summer dresses, For
travelllng and conntry costume, whioh {8 just
now tbat which ehlefly oconplies the attention
of our modistes, the short dress 1s, of course, ln-
dispensable: however, It seems quite certain
that not only the short dresses with two ar
three skirts, but also the round, plaiu skirt
will be very much adopted. They are calle
round, but this is not & term strictly applica-
ble, seelng that they are just slightly pointed
Al the back Lo give a graceful flow, though not
in the least to prodoce a train, Tralned skirts
retaln thelr plues for evening and full dress.
With the round skirt, a ““Marie Antolnette’ or
“Fontange'' pelerine 18 frequently worn. Ik«
a fichm of tho same material as the dross,
crossed at ithe bock with two ends. It may be
worn in full toflette, and algo ont of doors, w
sguare bodles nre gtill In great favor,

Dresees of 1wo colors are still made, but cos-
tumes of ona color only, trimmed with a con-
trust, are generally preferréd. For example, a
dress of bluck poult de sole, trimmed wilh
malze salin, either a narrow bias or piping;
these trimmings usually edge a bias of the snne
color as the rope. Many colored taffeta dresses
are covered with askirt of black grenmndine,
trimmed with lace and jet; In this case the
paletot 1s also covered witn grenadine,

Besides these dresses, there are mauy also em-
broidered color upon ¢olor, Fmbrolderings of
garlan ds of field flowers are much in vogue on

Inck dresses. Hoth white and black beads are
used roond the bottoms of long or short skirts,
sometlmes In patterns of sbirs, palm leaves, or
crescents,

White dregses are worn in a great varlety of
materials, White plque is nearly always mado
with a short or round skirt, and then worn
gwr A colored under skirt looger than the

Téss,

White toflettes being =o fmshionable, we can-
not do better than commence our list of model
dresses with two or three of Lhese costnmes.
HKobe of while faye, plped with lllae rouleanx,
three rows belpg plaoced so a8 to Interlace one
apother round the bottom of the skirt, Body
and peplum irimmed to match. Loag white
sash, slso trimmed with liae,

White robe of Chambery ganze, trained, and
trimmed wilh e plisse Hounce, edged with
white taffetas. Low body, with a high chemi-
setle of very fine white gulpure. and of &
elrelet of gold.

White muoslin dress with two skirtls, each em-
broldered in black sillk, with a light wreath
formipg a kind of double Insertion, I'he upper
sktirt 1s looped up by a searfl of black tnfletas
plreu with white. This dress may be made
with black lace insertion, but black silik em-
broidery i8 peruaps the more styllsh. The
yaletot Is also of muslin, and embroldered or
rimmed to mntoh, and made with wideslesves.

Fyening dress of white taffetas, trimmed
with n blas of poneean satin, spotted with gold,
The tunic, of white tulle lliusion, 18 as loog as
the dress skirt, but 1s looped up at every
breadth, by wreaths of poncenu flowers, with

ral handred reernite had just been statloned
upon the Island, but they wers soon aftsr trans-
ferred to Davis' Island, np the river. As soon
axthe infection was known to exist, all the old
Intrines were burned by orderof the commnand-
ing officer, and new ones wore bullt over tide-
water, Tuhe best diginfectants ware profusely
usged, and every place was thoroughly famigated
with sulphwr, he Bonrd of Health also quas
rantined the island, and General Buttertield
issned specinl orders mot o BAve any passes
granted to parties to or from the isinnd ander
any clrecumestances whatever,

'Itht: Intest reports from the Mllitary Madical
Hoard state that the epidemic I8 now under
control, and that It Is belloved there will be no
further dapger, The wholo number of doaths
sinos the beginniog of the epldomic is probably
forty or fifty, out of about four hundred men,
Of course 1t 18 lmpnssibie to obtaln acourate
acconnis ax regards numbers, a8 Lthe officlals are
extremely retioent.

But olher conslderations enter
into the subject, Some few demagogues, whose
will is taken for the judginent of the psople,
or rather of thoe randlieal Congress, ara erying ont
for Inflation of the cturrency, and no one oan
say what expense a radical Presldent-making
Congress will make,

Desides, we are importing heavily, the cas-
toms demand for gold being on the lnorease,
The supply of currency for gold spaculations is
immenasurable. Paperis in small demand sven
al a low rite of Interest, owing to It excess
over the wants of reguiar business. The balance
of trade for the last fikcal year 1s againss us by
the sum of sixty millions, whleh we are to pay
in gold. Then, again, the foreign meroantile
interest In New York apprehends Europsan
waAr a8 growing out of the German question,
The prospeot is that gold will advance till some
time in October, when cotton will come forward
for shipment.
